Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Mizutani et al (JP 1 1-297344), the closest prior art reference, discloses a solid 
oxide fuel cell of honeycomb structure comprising: fuel electrode channels "14" with fuel 
electrodes (Ni-YSZ) and air electrode channels "16" with air electrodes (La1-xSrxMn03) 
that are arranged alternately to be neighbored each other via partitioning walls of a 
honeycomb structure comprising a solid electrolyte material "11" (YSZ) arranged 
laterally and vertically in a matrix (See Abstract). However, Mizutani et al does not 
expressly teach fuel pole cells, air pole cells, and cooling air cells that are arranged in 
longitudinal and lateral directions so that the cells of the same type appear in every 
other location.
